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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a polyester 
plasticizer comprising 2-methyl-1,3-propanediol and 3-methyM,5-pentanediol in the 
amounts recited in the claim is not suggested nor disclosed in the prior art of record. 
Applicant has shown unexpected results for the inclusion of said diols in a polyester 
plasticizer used in a polyvinyl chloride resin composition in the claimed amounts, see 
affidavits filed 6/21/07 and 10/01/07 and comments in the advisory action dated 
10/19/07. Closest prior art is Biesiada (US 6111044) and Hayashi (JP 08059938A) for 
the reasons set forth in the actions dated 2/21/07 and 7/17/07. Lang (US 
2003/00114564), Lamont (US 4122057) and Mizumoto (JP 61078827A) are cited as 
close equivalents to Biesiada and Hayashi.
